project  committee  which  met 
Thursday  evening. 

Student  project  committee  was 
appointed  by  Theodore  Guetzlaff, 
senior,  and  student  prexy,  by  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  Student  Senate  at  its 
meeting  last  Monday  evening  in 
Luther  hall.  Other  members  of  the 
committee  are  Kerman  Diefs  and 
Ludolph  Lechner,  seniors;  Mar¬ 
garet  Vorthmann,  junior,  and 
Dorothea  Diers,  freshman.  Theo¬ 
dore  Guetzlaff  is  a  member  ex 
officio. 

Student  project  drive  will  begin 
on  March  16  and  continue  for 
about  a  month.  Present  committee 
plans  call  for  drawing  a  large  map 
of  the  south  campus  area  and 
evaluating  each  tree.  Some  trees 
will  cost  more  than  others.  After  a 
tree  is  bought,  the  name  of  the 
donor  will  be  placed  over  it  on 
the  map. 

Plans  also  are  being  made  to 
divide  the  student  body  into 
groups  which  will  compete  against 
each  other.  How  these  groups  will 
be  divided  has  not  yet  been  de¬ 
cided. 

Other  decisions  made  by  the 
Student  Senate  last  Monday  night, 
besides  appointing  a  student  prej-  . 
ect  committee  were  the  delegating  1 


to  the  Student  Activities  commit¬ 
tee  the  financing  of  the  Wartburg 
representatives  to  the  sample  UN 
session  to  be  held  at  Des  Moines 
April  30  to  May  2. 

Student  Activities  committee 
agreed  to  give  the  Senate  $75  per 
semester  for  current  expenses. 
This  fund  would  pay  the  traveling 
expenses  of  any  delegates  attend¬ 
ing  meetings  in  which  Wartburg 
students  have  been  a&ed  to  par¬ 
ticipate.  Dues  required  to  join  in¬ 
ter-college  organizations  will  be 
paid  by  the  activity  fund  and  will 
not  be  taken  out  of  the  designated 
$75. 

Action  on  whether  or  not  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  Iowa  Region  constitution 
of  the  National  Student  associa¬ 
tion  was  tabled  by  the  Senate 
until  a  full  report  of  the  recent 
regional  meeting  arrives. 

Herman  Diers,  senior,  was 
selected  to  replace  Melvin  Bergin, 
sophomore,  as  represntative  to  the 
Midwest  conference  of  Lutheran 
schools  to  be  held  March  12  and 
13  at  Luther  college,  Decorah. 


Rabbi  Myron  M.  Meyer  of  St. 
Joseph,  Mo.,  will  speak  in  con¬ 
vocation  next  Thursday  on  “Mi¬ 
nority  Problems  in  the  Post-War 
World,"  as  announced  by  Dr.  John 
Hiltner,  chairfnan  of  the  religious 
activities  committee. 

Of  many  speakers  sent  out  by 
the  Jewish  Chautauqua  society 
into  schools  and  colleges,  Rabbi 
Meyer  will  possibly  have  some¬ 
thing  to  say  about  the  current 
political  sltuafidii  In  Palestine. 


Committee  Accepts 
Gym  Plans  Revision 

Final  plans  for  the  revised  gym¬ 
nasium  were  accepted  Thursday 
and  Friday  at  meetings  of  the 
building  committee  with  the  con¬ 
tractor,  the  architect  and  Dr.  Wil¬ 
liam  Young,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Christian  Higher 
Education  of  the  American  Lu¬ 
theran  church,  as  announced  by 
President  C.  H.  Becker. 

According  to  present -plans,  the 
contractor  will  begin  work  on  the 
gymnasium  April  1  and  should  be 
done  by  Jan.  31,  1949.  Ground¬ 
breaking  ceremonies  are  being 
planned  for  April  11. 

Seating  capacity  of  the  new 
gymnasium  will  be  about  2,500.

When  students  asked  what 
could  be  done  to  reduce  the  num¬ 
ber  of  advertisements  and  in¬ 
crease  the  amount  of  feature  ma¬ 
terial,  Roleder  pointed  out  that 
the  only  solution,  theoretically 
would  be  to  increase  the  subscrip¬ 
tion  rates.

An  average  payment  of  75 
cents  from  each  student  would 
make  this  change  possible  now, 
according  to  the  business

Kindheartedness  Our  Downfall 

Conditions  are  really  at  a  low  when  an  editor  must  re- 1 
sort  to  the  editorial  column  to  criticize  the  business  manager 
of  the  paper,  but  that  must  be  done  now  if  this  newspaper 
is  to  satisfy  its  readers. 

George  Roleder,  business  manager  of  the  TRUMPET, 
is  a  very  ambitious  person;  but,  unfortunately,  he  uses  all 
that  ambition  to  the  detriment  of  this  paper.  If  he  had  his 
way,  every  issue  of  the  TRUMPET  would  be  entirely  filled 
with  advertisements  from  all  the  merchants  in  the  state  of 
Iowa,  plus  a  couple  from  that  Pacific  coast  state  whose  name 
we  won’*  stoop  to  mention. 

Not  only  is  George  ambitious,  but  he  is  kindhearted.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  current  school  year,  newspaper  business 
managers  besought  George  to  raise  subscription  and  adver¬ 
tising  rates.  But  that  didn't  satisfy  his  sense  of  fairness. 
“No,”  said  George,  “as  long  as  we  can  keep  our  heads  above 
water,  we  should  maintain  our  present  rates.” 

Of  course,  it  is  now  evident  that  various  factors  should 
have  been  taken  into  consideration ;  for  instance,  the  fact  that 
the  TRUMPET  is  in  no  way  subsidized  by  the  college,  that 
its. advertising  rates  are  at  the  very  bottom  compared  with 
publications  of  other  colleges  or  that  increased  costs  of  print¬ 
ing  and  business  in  general  make  its  margin  next  to  nothing. 

Students  of  Wartburg  are  gradually  rising  in  indigna¬ 
tion  over  the  present  lack  of  sufficient  features  in  the 
TRUMPET.  They  want  more  features,  more  humorous  stories, 
of  college  life  and  the  greatly-missed  "Hot  Coals”  column. 

It  has  become  evident  that  in  order  to  print  the  kind  of 
a  paper  students  are  requesting,  the  subscription  prices 
should  have  been  raised  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Now, 
George  has  assured  the  TRUMPET  editor  that  he  will  re¬ 
luctantly  accept  money  from  readers  who  want  more  features 
and  are  willing  to  pay  for  the  advertising  space  which  they 
will  replace. 

Thus  ends  the  first  chapter  in  the  tale  of  an  ambitious, 
kind-hearted  business  manager.  Readers  can  convince  him  i 
that  his  “progressive  journalistic  theories”  are  not  in  accord 
with  their  wishes  and  ideas  of  what  a  college  paper  should  be 
by  expressing  themselves  on  TRUMPET  day  next  Wednes- 


Resurrection  Climaxing  Event 

“And  the  third  day  he  shall  be  raised  again.” 

Our  Lord’s  resurrection  is  the  climaxing  event  in  the 
four  Gospels.  Besides  fulfilling  the  words  of  Christ  that  He 
would  rise  the  third  day,  it  became  the  theme  of  the  Gospel 
message. 

It  is  important  that  we  understand  the  significance  of 
the  resurrection,  for  Lf  our  teaching  did  not  include  this 
truth,  then  our  conception  of  the  future  life  would  be  very 
different. 

The  resurrection  of  Christ  is  preeminently  important 
because  of  the  tragic  conclusions  to  which  we  are  driven  if 
He  did  not  rise.  Paul  recognized  this — he  wrote  to  the  Co¬ 
rinthians  that  without  the  resurrection  our  faith  is  nothing, 
our  preaching  is  empty  and  useless  and  we  are  yet  in  our 
sins. 

Again,  the  resurrection  is  important  because  of  the 
truths  which  are  based  upon  it.  If  we  believe  this,  we  can 
know  that  Christ  spoke  the  truth.  We  can  know  that  the 
power  of  death  over  man  is  broken,  giving  the  Christian 
assurance  of  his  own  resurrection. 

These  words,  “Because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also,”  changed 
the  course  of  the  history  of  civilization.

Getting  Acquainted 

Miss  Austerud,  Geographer 

Most  ardent  of  Wartburg's  geographers  is  Miss  Stella 
Austerud,  who  has  lectured  to  classes  in  education  and  geog¬ 
raphy  in  Room  16  since  1944. 

Probably  one  of  the  bravest  women  on  the  faculty,  she 
owns  her  own  car  and  has  no  chauffeur  to  drive  it.  Perhaps 
her  pionering  spirit  may  be  traced  to  her  grandfather,  who 
was  a  pioneer  pastor  in  Wisconsin,  establishing  early  churches 
among  the  heathen  in  that  part  of  the  country. 


Early  interest  in  geography 
came  from  the  rolling  hills  of 
|  Wisconsin,  where  she  was  bom 
i  and  received  her  education.  Miss 
Austerud  plans  to  spend  the  sum¬ 
mer  in  Martell,  Wis.,  her  birth¬ 
place. 

Works  At  Wisconsin. 

University  of  Wisconsin  was  the 
scene  of  this  Wisconsinite's  ad¬ 
vanced  work  in  geography,  and 
there  she  received  her  Ph.  B.  and 
Ph.  M„  the  only  such  degrees 
held  by  any  member  of  the 
faculty.  For  her  bachelor's  thesis 
she  delved  into  the  early  Ameri¬ 
can  civilization  among  the  Maya 
Indians,  a  work  now  on  the  rec¬ 
ommended  reading  list  for  geog¬ 
raphy  courses  at  the  University. 

Before  taking  up  her  duties  at 
Wartburg,  the  geographer  held 
positions  at  Buena  Vista  college, 
where  she  began  her  hobby  of 
cutting  and  polishing  stones,  and 
at  Peoria,  IU.,  where  she  became 
the  first  director  of  the  conserva¬ 
tion  section  of  the  Academy  of 
Science.  She  also  instructed  geog¬ 
raphy  in  the  Army  Specialized 
Training  program  at  Illinois  col¬ 
lege. 

Holding  membership  in  at  least 
seven  organizations,  including  Pi 
Lambda  Theta,  a  national  honor¬ 
ary  association  for  professional 
women  engaged  in  education,  Miss 
Austerud  maintains  an  avid  inter¬ 
est  in  her  occupation. 

Teaching  Has  Advantages. 

Being  a  geography  teacher  cer¬ 
tainly  has  its  advantages.  Time 
was  when  pupils  brought  apples 
to  their  teachers  on  the  last  day 
of  school.  Miss  Austerud  claims 
to  have  done  one  better.  On  the 
last  day  of  school  she  once  found 
an  igneous  rock  from  the  Black 


Hills  of  South  Dakota  sitting  on 
her  desk.  Today  the  beautiful 
piece  of  granite  crystals  is  sitting 
on  her  desk  in  Room  16. 

The  education  instructor’s  in¬ 
terest  in  rocks  extends  into  her 
pastime.  She -now  has  two  rocks, 
one  a  moonstone,  cut  and  pol¬ 
ished,  which  she  hopes  to  have  set 
into  jewelry.  Holding  an  interest 
in  sewing,  one  of  the  favorite  oc¬ 
cupation  of  American  womanhood 
she  has  been  forced  to  spend  most 
of  her  time  this  year  in  lengthen¬ 
ing  her  dresses  instead  of  crochet¬ 
ing,  tatting  anfl  embroidering. 

An  interested  reader  of  many 
magazines,  she  recommends  the 
Ladies  Home  Journal,  whose 
warning  is  to  "never  underesti¬ 
mate  the  power  of  a  woman.”  Be¬ 
ing  thoroughly  interested  in  geog¬ 
raphy,  she  regards  the  National 
Geographic  as  one  of  the  best  cul¬ 
tural  magazines.

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In  last  week's  editorial  column,  there  is  a  notice  of  the  forth¬ 
coming  poll  of  students  as  to  their  desires  concerning  the  type  of 
news  the  TRUMPET  should  print.  I  am  glad  that  finally  the  question 
is  on  the  road  to  a  solution,  and  I  hope  the  students  will  cooperate 
in  solving  it. 

Yet,  I  am  afraid  that  some  of  the  students  will  make  rash  state¬ 
ments  when  asked  their  opinions.  They  will  not  give  thought  to  the 
type  of  newspaper  the  TRUMPET  is. 

Wartburg  college  is  a  school  supported  by  the  American  Lutheran 
church,  and,  therefore,  the  TRUMPET  is  an  instrument  of  the  church. 
Being  an  instrument  of  the  church,  the  editors  and  adviser  are  placed 
in  a  position  where  careful  censorship  of  the  news  printed  must  be 
exercised.  Our  TRUMPET,  under  such  circumstances,  cannot  be  a 
scandal  sheet. 

Some  students  have  already  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
TRUMPET  is  not  critical  enough — they  want  more  criticism.  Criti¬ 
cism  can  be  constructive,  but  it  is  usually  to  the  contrary.  Christ 
said  that  if  we  find  fault  with  our  brother,  we  should  go  to  him 
and  tell  him  about  it,  and  not  publish  it  to  the  world.  I  think  this 
would  be  a  good  policy  for  Wartburg  students  to  accept. 

The  average  daily  newspaper  of  today  has  become  terribly  de¬ 
graded  because  of  giving  prominence  to  so-called  "sensational  news.”

The  TRUMPET  so  far  seems  to  have  kept  the  policy  of  printing 
the  good  that  exists.  I  pray  that  the  students  do  not  advocate  making 
it  a  newspaper  that  is  earmarked  "yellow  journalism."
